REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS 

Once  again  we  are  about  to  enter  another  forest  fire  season 
and  once  again  your  town  forest  fire  warden  is  asking  you  to  be 
careful  of  fires  in  our  woodlands  and  along  our  roadsides.  There 
is  nothing  more  displeasing  to  the  eye  than  an  area  of  blackened 
waste.  Nine  out  of  ten  of  these  blackened  areas  are  caused  by 
You  and  You.  It  is  only  with  your  co-operation  that  we  can  pre- 
vent such  an  area  in  our  town.  A  great  part  of  the  men  and  wom- 
en of  this  area  depend  on  timber  for  their  weekly  paycheck, 
and  by  you  and  you  being  careless,  these  people  are  being  de- 
prived of  a  living.  We  can't  even  tiy  to  prevent  fires  caused  by 
lightning,  but  the  number  of  fires  caused  by  this  agent  is  very 
small.  It  is  you  as  a  smoker,  as  a  debris  burner,  —  you  as  a  care- 
less person,  \\'ho  can  do  a  great  deal  in  preventing  this  most 
shameful  waste  of  our  natural  resources. 

You  can  help  by  making  sure  your  smoking  material  is  out 
—  DEAD  OUT,  your  incinerator  is  airtight,  the  area  around  it 
is  cleaned  of  all  burnable  material,  that  you  have  had  it  inspected 
by  your  forest  fire  warden,  that  you  have  asked  for  and  received 
a  permit  to  bum  from  your  forest  fire  warden.  By  doing  these 
things  the  number  of  fires  are  going  to  be  fewer  and  you  will 
have  woodlands  to  hunt  in,  to  have  picnics  in,  to  be  able  to  fish 
the  stream.  You  will  also  be  proud  of  your  green  mountainsides. 
By  not  doing  this  you  will  not  enjoy  yourself  at  all.  It  is  not  too 
long  ago  that  most  of  us  can  still  remember  the  fall  of  1947,  and 
we  all  know  that  most  of  these  fires  during  that  period  could 
have  been  prevented  if  eveiyone  was  careful.  So,  it  is  only  You 
and  You  that  can  prevent  this  most  shameful  waste  of  our  wood- 
land by  this  common  enemy  —  FIRE. 

Please  remember  it  is  a  proud  record  for  you  to  say  that 
yom-  town  had  no  woods  fires  this  past  year  and  it  is  only  through 
you  and  you  this  this  goal  can  be  reached.  So,  please  help  us  to 
prevent  forest  fires.

Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the   Citizens  of  Eaton: 

This  report  is  not  the  kind  normally  made  by  your  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools.  Rather  it  is  an  acknowledgment  of  the  deep 
appreciation  I  wish  to  express  to  the  community  of  Eaton  for 
the  greatest  lesson  I  have  ever  had  in  democratic  spirit  and  ac- 
tion —  in  community  enterprise  and  self-determination  —  in  the 
willingness  of  a  people  to  make  a  real  investment  in  our  citizens 
of  tomorrow. 

We  have  in  the  "Eaton  Elementary  School"  a  completely 
modem,  safe  and  healthful  physical  plant.  It  is  probably  one  of 
very  few  schools  in  the  nation  that  can  boast  of  pine-panelled 
rooms.  It  is  a  revelation  in  a  new  kind  of  living  for  our  children. 
It  is  now  possible  to  broaden  the  scope  of  our  educational  pro- 
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gram  and  provide  opportunities  for  the  growth  and  development 
of  each  child  according  to  his  abilities. 

The  first  and  most  important  lesson  has  already  been  pro- 
vided. Our  children  know  how  a  democratic  community  func- 
tions. They  have  been  taught  by  example  and  you  have  been 
their  teachers.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  1951-1952  of  the  Health 
Program  for  the  Eaton  Elementary  School. 

In  the  fall  of  1952  the  State  Dental-mobile  came,  just  after 
we  moved  into  our  new  school.  All  of  the  children  had  their 
teeth  cleaned  and  three  applications  of  fluorine  were  given.  This 
is  the  second  time  that  the  children  in  the  three  upper  grades 
have  received  the  fluorine  treatment  —  the  best  known  treat- 
ment for  preventing  dental  caries. 

Throughout  the  year  the  diagnosed  physical  defects  of  our 
school  children  have  been  conected,  or  are  under  treatment. 
Since  all  corrections  are  done  out  of  town  I  appreciate  the  efforts 
of  the  parents  and  interested  persons  who  have  furnished  trans- 
portation. 

There  has  been  considerable  absence  from  school  due  to 
the  common  cold.  I  believe  it  might  be  helpful  if  parents  would 
check  the  children  in  the  morning  and  keep  them  home  during 
the  nasal  discharge  stage  —  the  most  contagious  time  —  thus 
preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease.
